Lunning Adds to Collection 


As in the past, the newest additions 
to the Lunning Collection distributed 
by Frederick Lunning, 667 Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York, show a selectivity of 
top-flight design.

A prominent architect in a recent address quoted as follows from a report 
by the American Institute of Architects: “The total environment produced by 
architecture in the next forty years can become greater than the Golden Age 
of Greece, surpass the glories of Rome and outshine the magnificence of the 
Renaissance. This is possible provided the architect assumes again his role 


of master builder.” 


This certainly is an inspired piece of prophetic prose, and the beauty of it 
lies in the goal that the architectural profession has set for itself. However, to 


make this possible urban society must assume the role of master planner. 


The interior designer must also raise his sights. He must think in terms of 
environment and all of its implications—sociological, cultural and economic. 
He must utilize the great contributions of such specialists as the artist-painter 
and the sculptor who perform such a basic sociological and cultural function. 
He must take the initiative in bringing this talent into his orbit because it will . 
give impact and enrichment to the environment which it is his functon to 


interpret and create. 


The time should long since have passed when a painting is returned to the 
gallery because the colors in the painting didn’t match the draperies or the 
frame was out of scale with the interior or the piece of sculpture was too large 
or too small. Painting and sculpture must be taken out of the accessories 


category and raised to the high plane that they deserve. 


As environmental specialists, you must add these creative talents to your 
team. Then if the architects in the next forty years reach their prophetic goal 
of improving on the Golden Age of Greece, surpassing the glories of Rome 
and outshining the magnificence of the Renaissance. their efforts will not be 
in vain because the interiors will have complemented the architectural 


achievement.

Deasbern Inn was established by Henry Ford in 1931 
to provide overnight accommodations for visitors to the 
Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village. The facili- 
ties have now been expanded with a new Motor House 
which includes three units comprising 54 rooms. In keep- 
ing with the decor of Dearborn Inn, furnishings and deco- 
rations are early American in style and copied from 
antiques in the Henry Ford Museum collections. They 
range in date from 1725 to early 19th century. All fur- 
nishings, incidentally, have been reproduced not only 
for use in the new motel but also as part of the Museum 
reproduction program which has licensed a group of 
manufacturers to produce objects from its collections for 
national distribution. Furniture is made by two manu- 
facturers: upholstered pieces by Curtis Tavern; head- 
boards, tables, Windsor chairs and case pieces are Co- 
hasset Colonials by Hagarty. All fabrics are from the 
“American Legacy” line by Greeff; lighting fixtures, in-

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The Summit, New York’s first new luxury hotel in thirty 
years, will open its doors in July at the corner of 5lst 
Street and Lexington Avenue. Morris Lapidus, who heads 
his own architectural and interior design firm, is in 
charge of all designing for the new hotel from its colorful 
exterior to the interior furnishings. An enterprise of 
Loew’s Theatres, Inc., The Summit will never be mistaken 
for one of the monotonously-same new apartment houses 
or office buildings rising throughout the city. The overall 
shape is in the form of an “S” curve, and completely unlike 
the multitude of glass curtain walls in the majority of 
New York’s new buildings, it will depend primarily on 
masonry construction using a pale turquoise brick ac- 
cented with deep green Italian tile. The green of the tile 
will be echoed in the draperies of all rooms giving a 
harmonious and unified look to the entire facade. The 
narrow wall at the end of the “S” facing Lexington 
Avenue will be of Vermont marble with pale green 
veining on which a sign reading “The Summit” will rise 
vertically with the letters in huge plastic bubbles held by 
sculptured white metal. Although a complete, pictorial 
presentation will appear in a subsequent issue of 
INTERIOR DesicNn, the renderings of some of the hotel’s 
main areas are shown here as a kind of “sneak preview.”

Restaurants 
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Hotel Remodeling 


by Robert P, Herzog 


Does remodeling pay off? We suspect it does judging 
from the results of a survey we have just completed 
among 62 hotels throughout the United States. For 80% 
of those surveyed reported increased business following 
their rehabilitation programs and furthermore, 83% in- 
dicated there was no customer resistance to the increased 
prices for their rehabilitated facilities. 

As institutional designers and decorators, we have to 
create attractive interiors which will not only appeal to 
the public taste but also be functional, durable and easy 
to maintain. The test of our success does not lie in the 
pleasant comments of our fellow interior designers and 
the “oohs” of local society people but rather in the 
hotel’s or restaurant’s operational statement. No matter 
how beautiful or novel a room may be, if it does not 
attract patronage and cannot be operated efficiently, it 
cannot be adjudged a success. 

The hotel industry today is confronted with a multi- 
sided crisis. Motels have attracted a huge share of the 
traveling public; airlines and more rapid forms of trans- 
portation have changed the nature of travel and the 
accommodations required; the present economic reces- 
sion has slowed down business activity in all fields; and 
hotel properties from coast-to-coast have become older 
with only a modest number of new structures being built. 

Since no figures were available on the state of the 
hotel industry, we decided we would take the initiative. 
We were seeking statistical data which would support our 
position that the hotel industry is healthy and that the 
monies invested by management in rehabilitation work 
during the past decade were paying off in increased sales 
and profits. The results more than proved our thinking 
was in the right direction. 

We undertook a printed survey of some 110 hotel 
managers (both chain and individually owned) from 
coast-to-coast to find out exactly how successful their 
renovation programs had turned out to be. The response 
was exceptional (62 operators responded) particularly 
in view of the complex nature of the questionnaire which 
required supporting figures. 

Their answers, when analyzed, proved extremely 
enlightening: 

....83% of those managers surveyed indicated they 
had raised the rates of hotel rooms which had been 
remodeled and renewed. 

.... The raise averaged $1.87 per room. 

....92% reported no customer resistance to these 
increased rates. 

. 80% reported increased occupancy following 
alterations. 

. 72% had completed remodeling over 50% of their 
guest rooms in the past five years.

I suspect our survey answered a good many questions | 


throughout the country. It definitely indicated that the 
traveling public will willingly pay the increased prices 

that remodeled hotels must generally carry. It indicated Ui 
the public will enthusiastically patronize established hotels \} 
with new decor. It indicates that operators who have 
invested substantial sums in their hotels to keep up with 
the trends of the times, have, in the most part, been 
rewarded with public acclaim where it counts—in the 
cash register. The answers also indicated that there was 
an industry which was still optimistic. The survey indi- 
cated the public wants to and will patronize hotels 
providing their facilities are modern and attractive. But 
most important of all was the admission by hotel opera- 
tors that the monies invested in rehabilitation were well 


spent. 


Now we have a selling point to help relieve the doubts 
that so many hotel operators have about investing in 
their properties for fear the money will be wasted. Those 
who have helped themselves have been rewarded. Those 
who had stood still and let their properties wear down 
have lost the public confidence. The public is willing to 
pay a realistic price for attractive accommodations. It is 
easier to get $10 a night for an attractive room than to 
collect $3 for an iron-bedded, run-down cubicle. y 

This survey brings up another point. Ballard and most 
of the seasoned design organizations that have served 
the needs of institutions have long realized they cannot 
place themselves in an artistic vacuum. They have to 
produce practical designs; they have to know the finan- 
cial intricacies of how their clients operate; they have to 
comprehend the problems that their clients face; and 
they must sense the public tastes. 

The contribution of the interior designer and decorator 
has traditionally been minimized in the business world. 
We must assume our rightful role as purveyors of good 
taste as well as good sense. And we must guide newcomers 
to our field along a pathway of artistic accomplishment 
within a forest of practical realities. We’ve just grown 
from being artistic and perhaps a little unrealistic— 
we're now full-fledged business people.

Siac the new home oflice of Woodside Savings & Loan 
\ssoviation opened its doors a short time ago, their busi- 
ness has quadrupled, other offices and firms in the area 
have been spurred to spruce up their own quarters, and 
the Queens Chamber of Commerce has bestowed upon 
the new installation the accolade of outstanding bank 
building design of the year. Although a short distance 
geographically from Manhattan, Woodside is one of the 
shabbier areas of New York City, and the new building 
stands out in sharp contrast to the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. Perhaps its most outstanding feature is the design 
integration which is apparent inside and out, for all is 
the work of interior designer John Stuart Burns who 
was called in from the beginning and designed every- 
thing for the client from the building’s handsome facade 
to the office stationery. The exterior forms a striking 
statement along the street front with its 100-foot expanse 
of glass framed by black anodized aluminum and _ ac- 
cented by panels of white carrara glass and gray glazed 
brick. The firm name and a tower clock, executed in 
22-karat gold, create a subtle but easily seen focal point 
for several blocks. The main banking area has been 
kept deliberately open and spacious with a large section 
devoted to a pool and green planting as background for 
institutional displays. Panels of red malamine along one 
wall add warmth and echo the bright red upholstery 
fabric used on customers’ lounge chairs. This is in pleas- 
ant contrast to the quieter tones of the travertine counter 
tops and rosewood panels of the tellers’ cages. Color 
is an important feature throughout the installation, serv- 
ing not only as a decorative tool but also to direct the 
public to various areas. In contrast to the general of- 
fices and public areas, which are furnished entirely with 
contemporary furnishings, the executive offices are tra- 
ditional in spirit with a blending of antiques and repro- 
ductions. The board room is also a blend of old and 
new with its background of rosewood paneled walls and 


bright red carpet highlighted by an antique chandelier.

“P reject Turnkey,” the world’s first fully-mechanized 
post office recently completed at a cost of $20,000,000, 
represents the cooperation of the interior designer—who 
is also an architect—with the firms of Charles A. Maguire 
& Associates, architects and engineers, of Providence, 
and Interlex Systems, Inc., an ITT subsidiary who, upon 
completion of the building, leased it to the U. S. Govern- 
ment. The excellent three-way working relationship of 
the trio, declares the interior designer, was one of the 
rewarding aspects of the project. Given only a concrete 
shell and floor plan, Mrs. Nelson was in charge of all 
color coordination and selectivity of interior building 
materials throughout; she designed all the public areas, 
lobbies, employees’ off-duty areas and executive offices, 
including selectivity and arrangement of all furniture, 
wall and floor coverings, draperies, upholstery fabrics 
and accessories.

Visual Environments of Living Light 


by Gerald B. Ewing 


W. live in a scientific age that has greatly influenced 
all of our thinking and way of life. In the past three 
hundred years—an extremely short period of time in 
man’s history—scientific thought has changed him from 
primitive conditions of superstition, fear, and want, to a 
position whereby he can control many of the physical 
elements of the world about him. But in our enthusiasm 
for this manipulation of nature, we have come to accept 
methods and techniques of physical science in spheres 
where they have no practical purpose. 

The effort to classify, catalog, and bring apparent 
order to our world has overstepped the bounds of good 
judgment and reason, for we try to apply this “passion 
for the pigeon-hole” to art and other creative forms of 
endeavor. Even our modern scientists are now coming 
to the conclusion that set formulas and laws of nature 
are not at all as sure or conclusive as was supposed in 
the last century. Statements that have a final ring such 
as “A straight line is the shortest distance between two 
points” are now found to be in error when measuring 
distance to the stars. Even time and space now have 
an elusive quality not to be exactly classified. 

We must realize when we are offered set patterns and 
formulas for successful design that, although discipline 
is necessary in all art, this discipline must come from 
principles involving human behavior with all its com- 
plexities. and not by some over-simplified system of 
measurement or one-dimensional thought that disregards 
all the surrounding environmental forces. 

In this respect, | would like to discuss current prac- 
tices in architectural light design. Why is it that as we 
continue to produce better and better lamps and control 
equipment for electric lighting, we seem to design light- 
ing of less and less livable quality for architecture? 

This paradox can perhaps best be answered by taking 
a fresh look at our present approach to lighting design. 
Here, as well as in many other pursuits, we have become 
absorbed in the dogma of materialism, assuming every- 
thing can be resolved by simple formula. By substituting 
objective methods of analysis for our natural creative 
abilities, we are failing to use the dynamic power of 
human imagination. 

There are certain basic principles governing lighting 
design for architecture, but any attempt to deduce broad 


general formulas and methods runs into pitfalls and 
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Gerald B. Ewing is a consultant in lighting design and works 
from his office in Redding, Conn. One of his most recent 
installations is the new Time, Inc. Reception Center in New 
York where he has developed a system of utilizing an elec- 
tronic brain to control intricate visual programming. Other

half-truths. There is no method or mathematical formula 
that is capable of coping with the multiple factors with 
which one deals in lighting design. The designer must 
deal with a highly complex situation by an evaluation 
based on experience. This often gives rise to criticism 
that he is working by instinct which is considered some- 
how less scientific and hence less true, than the engineer 
who uses mechanical meters and pseudo-scientific studies 
with impressive charts and graphs. This attitude is due 
in part to the climate of the times, in which materialism 
has so pervaded our lives that we have actually come to 
believe that robots and mechanical meters are superior 
to the human mind. 

In the field of illumination engineering, a simple 
photo-electric meter, which only indirectly registers the 
amounts of radiant energy, is somehow considered 
superior to the human evaluation of light. It is argued 
that the human eye cannot distinguish between foot- 
candle levels; therefore, the light meter is more reliable. 
But it never seems to occur to these analysts of the 
“footcandle” school to question the logic of this. If the 
human eye cannot distinguish a footcandle level because 
the eye adjusts to a wide range of levels, then where is 
the scientific basis for specifying a specific footcandle 
level for any given interior. Are we designing for men 
or robots? 

While the light meter is necessary for use with the 
camera, it is only because the camera itself is mechanical, 
and like the meter does not interpret light in the same 
way as humans. Perception is a much more complex 
operation than the mere impression of light on photo- 
graphic emulsion. We see not only with our eyes but 
with our mind and nervous system, which evaluate all 
vision and unconsciously bring thought and knowledge 
to bear on the interpretation of the world around us, 
translating everything into human terms. 

If the visible world is looked at objectively by sci- 
entists with the use of abstract mathematics and mechani- 
cal aid, it no longer becomes the visible world as we 
know it but reverts to the physical world. This is all 
very well for the scientist or engineer who is working in 
dehumanized physics. Everything can be classified and 
calculated right down to the last atom. However, all this 
knowledge is of no use or importance if one is creating 
for human appreciation of the visual. For example: with

The bed-sitting room, which has supplanted the strictly 
functional type of hotel bedroom, has influenced Beauty- 
craft Furniture Industries, Inc., 1301 Northwest Seventh 
Avenue. Miami, Florida, (specialists in contract furni- 
ture) to design a complete furniture unit so versatile in 
concept the basic design can be tied in with any style 
selected by the interior designer. There are six basic 
units in the line from which a great many variations of 
room set-ups can be arranged. Working on the premise 
that a dual sleeper should have both seating and sleep- 
ing comfort, the designers have created these units on the 
basic spring principle: but they are constructed with a 


special type which not only makes them comfortable for 


both purposes but also prevents the mattress from buck- 
ling when sat on, whether it is foam rubber or spring. 
The twin bed unit is available with either end table or 
desk attached, and behind the pillows are storage com- 
partments. For a long wall area, the twin bed unit, 
measuring approximately 12’ 6” overall, comes with six 
cushions; when opened, the four center cushions become 
the headboard, and the end pillows drop down and are 
converted into night table shelves. lined with Formica.
